279. 1852 N-5 R2 AU50+. Frosty light brown. Early die state with die 
file marks below star 13 still clear and a shallow low spot covering 
the bottom half of the neck. 

280. 1852 N-7 R1 VF35. Glossy medium brown. Latest die state, with 
date repunching gone and a die crack from bust through star 1 to 
dentils. 

281. 1852 N-7 R1 AU50. Sharpness of mint state, but this cent has 
been recolored. The obverse is bluish steel brown while the reverse 
is a more natural frosty light brown. Middle die state with date 
repunching still visible on all 4 digits.

283. 1852 N-16 R1 AU50. Glossy medium brown with some frost in 

protected areas. Middle die state with moderately flowlined fields.

Frosty light brown with faded mint color in 
protected areas. Very attractive. Middle to late die state.

287. 1853 N-4 R3 VF30. Sharpness EF45, but some "numismatist" attempted 
to file off the very rare rim break at stars 12-13. About 80% of the 
break still remains, but light file marks are visible from star 12 
to below the 3 in the date. A shame, since this would have been the 
finest of the 13 know examples with the rim break. Still tied for 
CC#3 of those with the break in a census of 40 (2)-30 (3)-25. Light 
brown with lots of frost in the protected areas. 


288. 1853 N-10 Rl AU50. Sharpness closet to mint state, but there 
are a few tiny nicks on both sides. Frosty medium brown with a few 
traces of faded red on the reverse. Middle die state, the line under 
1 still clear. Ex. R.S. Brown, Jr. 

289. 1853 N-20 R3 AU55. Frosty light to medium brown with nearly 
mark-free surfaces. Tough to find nice, with only a few confirmed 
better than this one. Middle to late die state. 


290. 1853 N-25 Rl EF40 Choice glossy tan. Problem free. 

291. 1853 N-25 Rl EF45. Glossy light reddish brown. Middle to late 

die state. 

292. 1854 N-6 Rl VF35. Sharpness EF40 or slightly better, but there 
are some small rim nicks on the obverse. Glossy light to medium brown. 
Middle die state. 

293. 1854 N-8 Rl EF45. Sharpness AU50, but recolored a golden tan. 
Middle die state. 


294. 1854 N-8 Rl MS60 Frosty light brown with traces of mint red. 
Scattered marks. Somewhat scarce in MS, 


295. 1854 N- ll Rl VF35. Close to EF40. Middle die state. Mostly light 
brown with some reddish undertones on the reverse. In a PCGS slab 
as AU50. 

296. 1854 N-14 R4- EF40. Glossy light brown . Middle to late die state 
Ex Ashby-R.s. Brown, Jr. 

297. 1855 N-3 Rl EF45. Choice lustrous tan. Exceptional for grade. 

298. 1855 N-4 Rl AU55. Sharpness MS60, but there is a rim nick over 
T in UNITED and a smaller one over that U. Frosty light brown with 
traces of mint red on the reverse. Early die state. 
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299. 1855 N-4 R1 MS60. Early die state, probably from the Hoard of 
this variety. Sharply struck. Frosty light brown with 10% red on 
reverse. In a PCGS slab as MS63 BN. 

300. 1855 N-9 VF20. Medium brown. Very early die state with the knob 
just beginning to form as a small die crack at the left foot of Y. 
Scarce in this state. 

301. 1855 N-9 VF20. Light to medium brown. Early to middle die state, 
the knob relatively small. This one has a previously unreported low 
spot (die clog) covering parts of the 8. 

302. 1855 N-9 VF35. Glossy light brown. Strong knob break, with the 
right side of the "horseshoe" beginning to form. 

303. 1855 N-10 R1 MS60. Frosty olive brown with traces of faded red 
in protected areas. Sharply struck early die state with full radial 
lines on all 13 stars. Ex. R.S. Brown, Jr.

304. 1856 N-2 R1 MS64 Superb virtually full brilliant mint red. Later 

state with some sinking and shallow spots reverse. One of the finest

Glossy light greenish brown with traces of 
underlying faded red. Middle to late die state with both reverse 
cracks but no obverse rim break. 

306. 1856 N-3 R1 VF25 Medium to light brown. Smooth surfaces, some 
crud in devices. Late die state with large obverse rim break at K5. 

307. 1856 N-14 R1 AU58+. Frosty light brown with no problems. Better 
than many slabbed as MS63. Middle die state. Ex T. Reynolds- 
R.S. Brown, Jr. 

308. 1856 N-14 R1 MS60. Middle die state. Light brown and golden tan 
with lots of underlying frost. Needs a brushing as the surfaces are 
dull. In a PCGS slab as MS63 BN. 

309. 1856 N-20 R3+ EF40. Middle die state with previously unpublished 
low spot (from grease on dies) at tip of coronet. Light brown with 
some frost in protected areas. 

310. 1857 N-2 R2 EF40. Sharpness at least EF45, but there are some 
scattered nicks on the obverse and a short scratch below star 5. Light 
to medium brown with some traces of faded red, possibly from an old 
recoloring. Sharp early die state. 

311. 1857 N-4 R1 VF20. Glossy light to medium brown. Late die state. 
Ex. R.S. Brown, Jr. 
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
